men to the colors, swelling the

Rex ford Gu y Tu g well, who u sed to be a mov ­ 
ing spirit in the New Deal and is now chairman 
of the City Planning Commission of New York, 
indu lg es in a pretty cau stic scolding in connec­ 
tion with the 9 4-pag e report of the Commission’s 
work and projected u ndertaking .

He sees New York weakened as a financial 
center and restricted in fiscal operations both 
by Washing ton and in Albany . He g oes so far as 
to assert New York mu st take steps to assu re the 
permanence there of the Stock Ex chang e and 
other ex chang es. It is shocking , no less, when 
Mr. Tu g well asserts that the city “is in dang er 
of ex chang ing its place as a world center for one 
on the periphery of the continent.” 
T hat’s rather too bad of Mr. Tu g well. Bu t he 
refu ses to be the prophet of doom. He hasn’t 
abandoned the hope of sav ing the metropolis, 
as su ch, intact, and ev en improv ed. Somebody ’s 
alway s panning New York’s fu tu re. We v iv idly 
recall Rog er Babson, the economist, standing in 
Cooper Union one day some y ears ag o and as­ 
serting his g randson wou ld liv e to see the na­ 
tion’s big g est city on the Pacific Coast. 
It was the same Mr. Babson, it will be recalled, 
who in 1936 predicted that Nov ember of that y ear 
mig ht see the last presidential election in the 
United States. He probably will not repeat that 
remark today in any company in which either 
y ou ng Mr. Dewey or old Mr. Garner are dinner 
g u ests. The probability in this connection is that 
whether as a nation we “spend and spend and 
tax and tax ,” at least we shall continu e to “elect 
and elect.” And, as concerns New York, it prob­ 
ably will be fou nd sev eral y ears hence doing bu si­ 
ness at the same old stand. 


it fu tile to spend money the commonwealth did 
not possess. None of this spending -ou r-way -ou t- 
of-debt bu siness for him. He pu t Au stralia on a 
sou nd basis the hard way . When the pinch came 
he bore down on g ov ernment ex penditu res and 
cu t them 20 per cent.

The new treaty waiv es some of 
these rig hts, althou g h for prac­ 
tical pu rposes the su rrender of 
U. S. rig hts is more fig u rativ e 
than real. For instance, u nder 


the old treaty the U. S. reserv ed 
the ri^ht to take whatev er steps 
were necessary for protection of 
the canal ev en if it imping ed on 
Panam ’s sov ereig nty . Under the 
proposed new treaty Panama 
wou ld act jointly with the U. S. 
If the United States proposed to 
take some action all by itself 
which m ig ht “affect the terri­ 
tory ” u nder Panam a’s ju risdic­ 
tion, it first wou ld be requ ired 
u nder the treaty to consu lt the 
Panama g ov ernment. 


Act First, Ask Later 
Army officers, qu estioned abou t 
the thing , hav e said th at if the 
safety of the canal requ ired any 
prompt action they wou ld act 
first and consu lt afterward, as 
the safety of the canal is too v i­ 
tal to the secu rity both of Pana­ 
ma and the U. S. to take any 
chances. 
The treaty was pu t forward 
three y ears ag o as part of the 
prog ram of u pbu ilding the “g ood 
neig hbor policy .” It did not look 
so g ood for this cou ntry to hold 
on to its protectorate ov er the 
repu blic, ev en thou g h ev ery body 
knows that there wou ld not hav e 
been any repu blic of Panama if 
it had not been for the impa­ 
tience of the U. S. back in 1903 to 
g et a rig ht of way withou t so 
mlch dilly - dally ing with Co­ 
lombia. 
Nov / th at we hav e the canal, 
say some Army folk, it is foolish 
to let ev en g ood neig hbor treaties 
g et in the way of its protection. 
And since any thing that remote­ 
ly smells of dang er to the canal 
—or dang er to the rig ht to bu ild 
a 
sister 
canal—mou nts 
into 
hu g e proportion these day s, the 
treaty is being shu nted aside 
for other matters. 
Last session it was reported ou t 
by the committee bu t the senate 
nev er acted on it. When the ses­ 
sion ended it went back to com­ 
mittee—and there it lies and lies.
